the Louisiana State Troopers, I was doing Civil 
Rights \tfork in Boyalusa. I was with the Congress of 
Racial Equality at that time. I come down hare, I 
was still in bad shape from having 

when X was here baforrand then I got stopped. And I 
coma on down to New Orleans cause I didn’t know any 
where else to go. I was waiting to contact — waiting 
for a contact from MR* FARMER from New York City, 

MR. FARMER was supposed 

in New Orleans at the time. So I was here and this 
was .in August, 

And this was in August, right at the first of August* 
And I gravitated into your underground down hero 
because I didn't have money one so to speak, I 
arrived at the continental Trailways bus depot over 
on Tulana at that time. I assume it r s still there. 

And there was a little hotel — and that’s all the 
sign had out front was "Ho tel" and it was just down 
the street from it. And I figured with a sign like 
* that it had to he a cheap place so I got a place at 

tha cheap hotel. And J got it under the name EARL 
RAYMOND ALLEN, not RAYMOND BROS HEARS cause I had gotten 
into a little bit of trouble up North doing Civil 
Rights work under the name RAYMOND BROSHFARS and I was 
pretty upset. 1 didn 1 1 know which way to turn. I had 
lost the church, I lost the family, everything over it. 
So I thought I'd go back to EARL RAYMOND ALLEN. EARL 
RAYMOND ALLEN is the name 1 was born with — my mother, 
in one of her mad moments had it changed to one of her 
many mad husbands. 

Q. What is this name? 

A. EARL RAYMOND ALLEN * 

Q. EARL RAYMOND ALLEN, All right. 
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And RAY ALLEN and AL Is the nama that I circulated hare 
in New Orleans under .in that certain short period of 
time . And I met a lot of people here, a lot of strange 
rj-oople and x guess one of the strangest people X ever 
met was what x considered to be a very frightened — 
later — i now consider him to be a very frightened 
person. At that time I considered him to be a very 
promiscuous person by the name of DAVID. 

DAVID FERRIS? 

It now turns out to be DAVID FERRIE cause the picture, 
and tiie hair, and every tiling — and the age ™ all 
correlates out to the same DAVID. But then later on X 
saw his wings from Eastern Airlines which is engraved 
on the back which said DAVID FEliRIE. This was not 
right off. lie didn't come out and say, "Sea, my name's 
DAVID FERRIE. 

Where did you meet him? 

At Dixie's. Then over at Lafitbes. 

Was he with anyone when you first met him? 

A couple of young boys. I'd say they were about — 
well, I'd say they were too young to be in a bar. 

Dust hustler trying to make their way, you know ™ 
and they ' sure"^ "going to make it v/lth him. I found 
that out. He didn't have penny one except at times 
he would come up with a few pennies but ha didn't have 
much in the way of money. Cause he was — — he just didn't 
have any money. How this is what I found to be very 
strange now. Causa Hr. Dane told ma the other day 
when ha came to my home 

REV. BRO SHEARS , who is that man there? 

That's DAVID FERRIE. (Laughter) I'm sorry. It's 

ra ther a bad picture . He doesn ' t look too bad whan he 1 * 

made up, you know. I mean ha's passable. 

Did you ever get arrested for a charge of conspiring 
against President Johnson for statements you made? 

Yes, I did. I was arrested. X was told I was gang to 
be arrested by his friend, BERT. He said I was in 
trouble cause I had been blabbing my mouth. 

By whose friend, DAVE FERRIE 

Dave's. Who x had earlier been introduced to as CLARA 
and also CLAY. The last name was never given. I 
was told he was one of the wealthiest men In Hew Orleans 
and could buy and call people. 

Is this a photograph of the man you knew as BERT? 

That’s a photograph of him. His hair seems to be a 
little fuller on top then it was on top at that time. 

He had his hair cut a little closer at that particular 
time. 

And etc \foti recognize the man in this photograph? 
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I don't know which one. Bob they claimed that they had 
two letters to my grandmother, a letter bo my mother 
in which X made abatements to her, and also, — and 
this I will never believe in ton thousand years — 
that I sent a letter, a card to Hr. Johns urt himself. 

X do not believe that. Now, Gentlemen, I'm sorry, I 
do not believe that I, even in my maddest moment, could 
have been crazy enough to send a card directly to the 
President and signed with my own name because if you* re 
going to bill somebody you don't write them ahead of 
time and tell them about it. I'm sorry. But I had 
made some threatening remarks, there's no doubt about 
that. So on the last night before, DAVID said he was 
flying out at 12:30 and wanted to know if I wanted to 
go with him. 1 wasn ' t particularly wild about going 
with him. I thought it would be good but he wasn't 
going directly on to Capa Town. He was just going 
straight to Central America., Fie wasn't going to 
Cape Town which is where I wanted to go to cause they 
speak English down there and it's more an American^ 
type country. And he loft. And ha come back with 
this huge ™ and these things, you know 

r And so we met BERT la tor on up on Bourbon street and 
BERT gave him this huge envelope. It was something 
like an X-ray envelope. You know how big those aro — 
those are huge. And it had a smaller envelope 
attached to the outside and it was a large brown 
envelope about that size. But anyhow this envelope — 
they reiterated that I'd batter gat out of town, that 
the FBI was going to arrest me. Wall, X never even 
went back to the hotel.

Hero I 
am in a southern city like New Orleans, I got the 
Civil Rights thing on me and these people down here 
don't particularly liko people who work for Civil 
Rights. And now this guy says I'm in trouble, DAVE 

, says I 'in in trouble and this other guy says the FBI's 
going to arrest me for threatening the life of the 
^President which there's no doubt that X have. So X 
didn't know what to do so I'm a disabled veteran so 
the nearest tiling 1 figured that I would have 
immunity thorn, no one could touch me in a va 
hospital, a federal hospital. Well, X was almost 
right, I had a vary difficult time getting in. They 
wasn't going to admit me fist. And then X said that I 
was going Lo kill myself and the doctor said, "That's 
nice, go right ahead and do it_ M X had a terrible 
time convincing them.
